LECTURES. 




There are two full courses of lectures on midwifery in all its branches, and the diseases of women 
and infants, of six months each, delivered annually in this hospital by the master and his assistants. 

The certificate of attendance upon these lectures is received as qualification in midwifery by the 
Royal College of Surgeons of London and Dublin, the Army and Navy Boards, and other licensing 
bodies. 

There are no clinical lectures delivered in the institution. 

A diploma, with the seal of the hospital attached, is granted to each pupil after a six months’ 
attendance upon the lectures and hospital practice, and undergoing a strict examination. 

Female pupils, who act as midwives throughout the country parts of Ireland, and sometimes England, 
undergo a strict and regular course of education, and after examination receive a certificate of quali- 
fication.
